Was crash preventable? 


Officials: Cars in 
moving train some 
of network’s oldest

Investigators looking into the deadly crash 
of two Metro transit trains focused Tuesday 
on why a computerized system failed to halt 
an oncoming train, and why the train failed 
to stop even though the emergency brake 
was pressed, 

At the time of the crash, the train also 
was operating in automatic mode, mean- 
ing it was controlled primarily by computer. 
In that mode, the operator’s main job is to 
open and close the doors and respond in 
case of an emergency. 

Debbie Hersman, an investigator with the 
National Transportation Safety Board, said it 
was unclear if the emergency brake was actu- 


ally engaged when Monday’s crash occurred. 
But the button that activates it was pushed 
down in the operator’s compartment. 

Hersman said it wasn’t clear when the 
button was pressed or how it got that way. 
She also said there was evidence of braking 
on the train’s rotors, indicating it was likely 
the operator tried to slow down, 

The train plowed into a stopped train 
ahead of it at the height of the Monday eve- 
ning rush hour, killing nine people and injur- 
ing more than 70. It was the deadliest acci- 
dent in the 30-year history of the Metro, 

Crews spent Tuesday pulling apart the 
wreckage and searching for victims’ bodies. 

The cars in the moving train were some 
of the oldest in the transit network, dating 
to the founding of the Metro system. 

Federal officials had sought to phase out 
the aging flect because of safety concerns, but 
the transit system kept the old trains running, 
saying it lacked money for new cars.

Hersman told The Associated Press that the 
NTSB had warned in 2006 that the old fleet 
should be replaced or retrofitted to make it 
better able to survive a crash. 

Neither was done, she said, which the 
NTSB considered “unacceptable.”

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COP GETS PROBATION IN BEATING CASE SEEN AROUND THE WORLD

A Chicago Police officer avoided jail time 
Tuesday for pummeling a woman who was tend- 
ing bar, even though prosecutors produced a 
previously unseen video showing him beating 
someone else at the bar hours earlier. 

Anthony Abbate was sentenced to two years 
probation for beating Karolina Obrycka in 
February 2007. He could have gotten up to five 
years for the attack, which was captured by the 
bar’s security camera and shown around the 
world. 

Judge John Fleming said he decided against 
jail because he did not believe the crime was 
serious enough and throwing Abbate behind 
bars would not be a deterrent to others. 

“If I believed that sending Anthony Abbate 
to prison would stop people from getting drunk 
and hitting other people, I’d sentence him to 
the maximum,” the judge said. “But I don’t 
believe that is the case.” 

Fleming also imposed a curfew of 8 p.m. to 


6 a.m. for Abbate, who declined to say anything 
to the judge before he was sentenced. The cop 
must also attend anger management class- 
es, undergo alcohol evaluation and perform 
130 hours of community service. 

Fleming said he would like Abbate to per- 
form the service in a homeless shelter. 

In arguing for prison time, prosecutors pro- 
duced a previously unseen video from the bar 
hours before Obrycka was attacked showing 
Abbate beating someone else. 

In the video, a man in the bar can be seen 
speaking with Abbate for a few seconds, after 
which Abbate grabs the man, slams him against 
a wall and then throws him across the room. 
The man crashes to the floor and into the bar 
stools, and Abbate stands over him as the man 
tries to shimmy away on his back. 

Assistant State’s Atty. LuAnn Snow said the 
attack was one of three unprovoked assaults in 
the span of 6 hours, a violent window into “a day 
in the life of Anthony Abbate.” Authorities did 


not charge Abbate with the other two alleged 
attacks. Snow said it was “by the grace of God” 
that Obrycka wasn’t more severely injured. 

Before handing down his sentence, Fleming 
said “any adult in the world” would know bet- 
ter than to act as Abbate did, but said he did 
not believe that a term of imprisonment was 
appropriate. 

He noted that Abbate had no prior criminal 
history, and his crime did not involve a handful 
of other factors that under the law would justify 
a sentence greater than probation. 

“He didn’t cause serious harm—the doctor 
said it was bumps and bruises,” Fleming said as 
he delineated the reasons why probation was 
the correct sentence. 

He said the widespread media attention was 
immaterial in reaching his decision. 

“The fact that this 30-second video has prob- 
ably been seen by more people than any other 
crime in the world does not make it a greater 
crime,” Fleming said. 


Video of Anthony Abbate appeared worldwide 
on the Internet and cable news channels. A 
tavern security video shows a 250-pound 
Abbate punching and kicking the 125-pound 
Karolina Obrycka as she tended bar in 
February 2007. The altercation happened after 
she refused to serve him more drinks. 

The video captured a lot of attention as 
another example of misconduct by Chicago 
police. Then-Supt. Phil Cline suddenly 
announced his retirement shortly after the 
video surfaced and former FBI official Jody 
Weis was appointed to the spot with an order 
to clean up the department’s image. 

Abbate acknowledged during the trial that 
he was drunk during the incident. But he 
said Obrycka pushed him first as she tried to 
remove him from behind the bar. ap

“It was terrifying to 
be attacked by sucha 
big man,” Obrycka told 
Judge John Fleming. “I 
tried to protect myself, but | was helpless.” 

As time passed, “I thought about the 
beating a lot,” she said. “I had nightmares 
about it, | try to avoid thinking about the 
beating, but | was helpless again... | pulled 
away from people close to me. | was irritable 
and angry, [and] | was fearful of other people. 
If someone walked behind me, | would jump 
and unexpected noises made me jump too. 

“The world didn't feel like a safe place 
anymore,” Obrycka said. “I also started to 
have anxiety attacks which | never had before. 
When something would remind me of the 
beating, | would start to feel nauseated, then 
vomit. My head hurt, my hands became numb 
and then | would start to sweat and shake. 

“My world still feels changed because of this 
beating,” she continued. “I have a hard time 
trusting people, including my husband. Our 
marriage is very difficult. I’m still irritable and 
suspicious ... I’m working very hard to recover 
from this beating, but it is harder than | could 
ever imagine.”

Transit officials say rail, bus 
service could be reduced 


The Regional Transportation Authority board will be 
asked on Thursday to approve a new round of cuts 
totaling $61 million at the CTA, Metra and Pace to 
make up for deepening shortfalls in sales-tax collec- 
tions to fund transit, officials said Tuesday. 

Entire CTA bus routes could be eliminated, and 
bus and rail service overall reduced by as much as 
20 percent, CTA officials said. 

Pace will be forced to plan cutting service on fixed 
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routes with lower ridership in the early morning, late 
night and on weckends, said a spokesman for the 
suburban bus system, 

The RTA board is scheduled to vote on cuts total- 
ing $35 million at the CTA, $19 million at Metra and 
$7 million at Pace, said RTA chairman Jim Reilly, 

The latest cuts to the three transit agencies’ 
operating budgets mark a deepening budget crisis. 
It comes only 1 ‘/: years after the General Assembly 
approved a small increase in the sales tax rate for 
transit in the six-county Chicago region and the 
Chicago City Council raised the real estate transfer 
tax to help the CTA.

The $35 million in new public-funding cuts slated 
for the CTA come on top of a $155 million cutback 
earlier this year. The transit agency has made a series 
of internal cuts in recent years, but officials said there 
is no way to avoid service cuts this time.

LOS ANGELES When Johnny 

Carson ruled as king of late- 
night TV, Ed McMahon was the 
prince of second bananas. 

McMahon’s great talent as 
Carson’s “Tonight Show” side- 
kick was reacting to his every 
joke, every double-take and every 
skit as if he’d never heard or seen 
anything funnier. 

His implausibly hearty laugh 
buoyed Carson even when his 
comedy fell flat, which could 
happen to the best of talk show 
hosts, and encouraged the audience to believe they were always 
at the right party. 

“And now h-e-e-e-e-e-ere’s Johnny!” McMahon shouted out in 
his rich announcer’s voice, followed by a slight but unmistakable 
bow toward Carson. 

McMahon died early Tuesday at Ronald Reagan UCLA Medical 
Center surrounded by his wife, Pam, and other family members, 
said his publicist, Howard Bragman. He was 86. 

Bragman didn’t give a cause of death, saying only that McMahon 
had a “multitude of health problems the last few months.” 

His final years brought unhappier attention. 

McMahon took a fall in 2007 and suffered a broken neck. His 
health prevented him from working when he was beset by financial 
woes and his Beverly Hills house was on the brink of foreclosure. 

The situation was dire, but McMahon tried to turn it around. 
He spoofed himself with a 2008 Super Bowl ad for a cash-for-gold 
business (“H-e-e-e-e-e-ere’s money!”) and online rap videos for a 
credit report Web site. 


David Letterman paid 

tribute to Ed McMahon as a 
“true broadcaster” and key 
part of Carson’s show. “Ed 
McMahon's voice at 11:30 was 
a signal that something great 
was about to happen. Ed’s 
introduction of Johnny was a

workout is one small piece of the process. 
But really the body of work is what we're 
analyzing. That’s why we're out all year 
scouting guys.” 

Mullens and Blair represent two of the 
“five or six” players the Bulls are considering 
if they keep the first of their two first-round 
picks at No. 16. 

The Bulls, according to league sources, 
continue to explore ways to package picks 
Nos. 16 and 26 into one higher selec- 
tion, with Duke shooting guard Gerald 
Henderson one target. However, the Bulls 
remain confident they can add a rotational 
player if they stick at 16. 

Earlier this week, Forman said the Bulls 
are considering a player with the 26th pick 
who either would play in Europe or already 
has a European contract and thus could be 
stashed away there for a season or two. 

Whatever happens, the Bulls will have 


had the chance to work out and interview

roughly 50 players in their own facility by the 
time Thursday’s draft process is complete. 
It’s possible the Bulls could have one more 
last-minute workout Wednesday, although 
team officials wouldn't confirm that.

If so, and if the Bulls opt to 
adda frontcourt player, the classic dilemma 
between whether to select the player who is 
more NBA-ready but projects to perhaps less 
potential (read: Blair) or whose athleticism 
projects to a higher ceiling even if he initial- 
ly would be considered a project (Mullens) 
smacks the Bulls straight in the face. 

Forman said such debates occur internally 
every day—along with countless other dis- 
cussions. 

“There are so many scenarios that can play 
out Thursday night,” Forman said. “We’ve 
done our work all year as far as knowing who 
guys are. Now our job is to line up for any 
possibility that comes.”

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‘Public’ property 


Two local actors dish about the thrill of appearing in hometown blockbuster 


By Matt Pais 

Driving a car from the 1930s is, of course, not 
the same as driving a car from 2009. While film- 
ing “Public Enemies” in town last year, Chicago 
native Randy Ryan discovered that the hard 
way—and nearly ran over Christian Bale. 

“{The filmmakers] said, ‘Can you drive that 
car?’ I said, ‘Yeah, I can drive it, ” recalls Ryan, 
42, who grew up in Rogers Park and now lives in 
L.A. “Td never driven it before, But we drove in 
the scene, and I almost hit him, ... He was very 
gracious about it.” 

While the movie almost meant a minor disas- 
ter for Bale, “Public Enemies” has meant much 
better things for Ryan and River North resident 
Roger Welp—who both play FBI agents in the 
John Dillinger biopic—and for the city itself. 

Director/co-writer Michael Mann’s film, 
opening July 1 and starring Johnny Depp as 
Dillinger, Bale as FBI agent Melvin Purvis and 
Marion Cotillard as Dillinger’s girlfriend Billie 
Frechette, has pumped nearly $47 million into 
the local economy, according to the Illinois 
Film Office. Thanks to last week’s red carpet 
local premiere, the film also stands as one of the 
rare times Chicago has hosted the world’s first 
screening of a blockbuster film. 

“Tt was very surreal to me,” says Welp, 38, of 
finding out he'd get to walk the red carpet. “It 
was more like, “Where are we going? Oh, we’re 
really doing this? Really? ” 

Landing small roles in a huge movie like 
this is big for both actors. Ryan hasn’t lived in 
Chicago since he was 13 but owns a dog named 
Wrigley and comes back often to visit his mom 
and friends. He has previously appeared in brief 
roles on “Law & Order,” “Third Watch” and “Sex 
and the City.” Welp, who grew up in Southern 
Indiana and has lived in Chicago for 15 years, 
trained at the Piven Theatre and has been fea- 
tured on the Chicago-set series “The Beast.” 

For the actors and the film’s hometown set- 
ting, the premiere was just the icing on the cake, 
In addition to filming in Wisconsin and Indiana, 
“Public Enemies” shot in Chicago for 36 days 
from late March to late June 2008, filming at 
locations including Roosevelt University, Union 
Station and the historic Biograph Theater, where 
legendary bank robber Dillinger was gunned 
down in 1934. 

Ryan says walking down the street was like

stepping out of a time 
machine. “Not only 
were the windows 
changed, but {so were] 
the whole display cases 
for three or four blocks. 
Every storefront win- 
dow, both sides of the 
street,” he says. “These 
are details that you 
won't pay attention to in the movie but subcon- 
sciously make it so much more authentic.” 
During downtime, Welp remembers eating with 
the cast at nearby Clarke's Bar (24.45 N. Lincoln 
Ave.). “We'd eat at Clarke’s instead of getting the 
food that the studio would provide because it was 
so good,” he says. “Even Christian ate there.” 
Ryan also says the actors, including Depp 
and Bale, often played poker while not shooting 
(“Friendly bets,” says Ryan, dismissing notions 
of any $10 million pots with the stars) and had 
weekends off while Depp retired to his home in 
France, During that time the cast enjoyed “a lot 
of Cubs games, a lot of Rush Street,” Ryan says. 
While filming, plenty of locals gathered

around the set to sneak a peck. Ryan says Depp’s 
demeanor with fans shows the Oscar-nominated 
actor deserves his adulation. “I saw him stand 
out there in the rain and sign autographs,” says 
Ryan. “He said, ‘I’m going to stay out here until

people leave. 

This kind of filming doesn’t happen too often 
in Chicago, which can’t come close to as many 
locally shot films as New York or L.A. Welp, a 
commodities trader by day, says he hopes “Public 
Enemies” —and its high-profile local premiere— 
draws more filmmakers here. Regardless, Ryan 
says, this is a big moment for his hometown. 

“T think the idea of gangsters and Chicago go 
together like peanut butter and jelly,” he says. 
“The fact that {the film] screened here was a 
tremendous honor for me as a Chicagoan.”

What's the genesis of your band name? 

We went through a lot of Smiths songs to start 
with because we wanted to take a phrase from 
them.

Definitely—that would be amazing. That 
tunc is actually a cover. A couple years back, 
we were assigned to do covers of 50s and 
60s Spanish songs fora Latin event in Los 
Angeles, and that was one of them, It’s by 
Los Spitfires, and it’s really different and 
sexual, especially for 1961.

We 
always wanted to be on a label that was like 
family, and they are very kind and understand- 
ing, We like to make them happy, like, “Oh, 
look what I did!” 


Nina Joined the band when she was only 12. 
Was that complicated? 

It was, especially when it came to getting 
her into shows or dealing with school. 
Eventually, Nina and Phanie’s mom just 
said, “Go ahead and take her, she’s dropping 
out.” So she got her GED, and we pretty 
much raised her ourselves after that. But 
she’s fine; she doesn’t have any major scars or 
anything, [Laughs] Now it’s a lot easier.

Our Lady Peace might have made in 
the early ’70s, the debut full-length 
from locals The Rikters comes packed 
with slicing guitar rock that’s equally 
interested in hooks and hell-raising. 
(Its most compelling wails, such as on

tend to be its loudest, most honest 
pleas.) The album was recorded with 
local producer Brian Zieske (The 
Academy Is ..., The Hush Sound) yet 
delivers considerably more force than 
the aforementioned Chicago bands, 

as The Rikters favor rock snowballs 
that frequently gain momentum and 
stadium rockability a minute or two 

in. (Is it too late to go back and pop 

the escalating, apologetic “Ava” into 
“Wall-E”?) Some tracks dawdle (“What 
You Said That Night,” “Simple to Start”) 
rather than jangle, and thematic variety 
would prevent singer Doug Jenkins’ 
lovelorn howls from blending into each 
other.

If stares were lasers, Megan Fox would be Swiss cheese. Every eye on 


every man and woman is glued to the 23-year-old actress as she glides 


through the main lobby of the Four Seasons Hotel in Beverly Hills on 


her way to do an interview to promote “Transformers: Revenge of the 


Fallen,” which opens Wednesday. 


Fox, basically unknown until she signed 
on as the love interest for Shia LaBeouf’s 
character in the 2007 film “Transformers,” 
is hot now. You can’t turn on an entertain- 
ment news show or pick up a magazine 
without seeing her image. 

The Tennessee native is Hollywood's fox 
du jour, a stunning beauty who can guaran- 
tee an audience, especially the young male 
demographic for this action film. 

Fox is smart enough to know her pop- 
ularity and sexy image come from being 
cast in movies like the two “Iransformers” 
films from director Michael Bay. 

“The character is sexy, but women 
in movies in general are sexy, especially 
Michael’s movies,” she said. “He knows 
how to make movies that get people into 
the theater and that’s part of it. That’s 
part of the formula.”

about how even the wardrobe selection 
process turned into a fashion show. She 
had to wear each item— from pink belly 
shirt to white shorts—to Bay’s office, 
which was filled with males auditioning 
for roles in the movie. 

She doesn’t question Bay because of 
how big an impact the first film had on 
her career. 

“The success, and how well the film 
was accepted, opened a lot of doors 
for me career wise. I have been able to 
be part of some films that I really don’t 
think I deserve to be a part of, and that 
is greatly, solely, due to the success of 
‘Transformers,’ ” Fox said. 

One of the films she doesn’t think she 
deserves is “Jonah Hex,” the upcom- 
ing Josh Brolin movie based on the DC 
Comics character. She plays Leila, a 
twisted love interest for Hex. 

“It’s really not that sexy a role. It is pretty 
serious. It is about the most serious thing 
I have done so far,” Fox said. “In general, 
actors don’t get those kinds of opportuni- 
ties. For me to have that is a huge blessing, 
and that is because of this movie.”
